WORLD REPORTS INDICATE 
LARGER AREA SOWN TO 
FIELD CROPS 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Reports of in- 
creased general wheat production in 
thirty-eight countries of the world 
for 1930 as compared to a year agu, 
and of increased area sown in 1930 
to principal field crops were recciv- 
ed from official sources, 

Hstimate of the Bristol, Emgland, 
Corn Trade Association placed ex- 
portable world surplus of wheat for 
the year ending last July at 1,224- 
000,000 bushels as compared with 
aggregate import requirements of 
752,000,000 bushels. The estimate in- 
cluded flour in terms of wheat. 

Prospective wheat production of 
thirty-eight countries for 1930 was 
reported by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, to represent 
an increase of 5.6 per cent over 4 
year ago. . Production was fixed at 
3,343,961,000 bushels. 

Bgyptiian production, estimated at 
41,116,000 bushels, showed a decrease 
of about 4,000,000 bushels under @ 
year ago. . 

The department also reported that 
exports of wheat, including flour from 
the United States from July 1 to 
November 29, were 79,018,000 bushelis 
against 79,766,000 bushels during the 
same period fast year—almost an 
equal movement.

TRADE IN CANADA 


FOREST SERVICE, DEPT. OF IN- 
TERIOR, DEAL® WITH SUB- 
ECT IN PAMPHLET 


Under ‘title of The Christmas Tree 
Trade in Canada, the. Forest Service 
of the Departmentof ‘the Interior, at 
Ottawa has a pamphiet dealing with 
the subject of the annual harvest of 
coniferous ‘trees—pine, spruce, fir, 
and cadar—for use at Christmas. The 
aim of the pamphlet is to present 
the viewpoint of ithe practical forest- 
er on certain plhiases of the trade and 
it is of particuwJar interest at this 
time of the year when considerable 
attention is being given to the mat- 
ter of decorations for the festive 
season. 

Christmas ‘trees, are, in the main, 
secured from sites of three kinds. 
The best trees for the purpose are 
open-grown, with many sturdy bran- 
ches; usually seedlings on old pas- 
tues adjoining forests. The supply 
may also come from land beng 
cleared for fanming or, finally, from 
the natural. forest, the plantation, or

In the fingt case the trees are detri- 
mental to the pasturo and, owing to 
the many knots unsuitable for lumber 
In the second, failing their sale for 
Christmas festivities, they would be 
cut and either bumnit or jefit to create 
a fire hazard 

It is ‘onily in the case of trees from 
the third site that there can be any 
objection to this traffic and this 
can ‘be surmounted by  inteLigent 
selection of the trees removed. Of 
the total number of seedling treas on 
any acre, only about 25 per cent (and 
often less) reach maturity. The rest 
are crowded out by their lustier neigh 
bours in the bathe for food, mois- 
ture and light, Experience wilt indi- 
cate in ample time those individuals 
in a crop of young trees that nature 
will eventually elimimate. They may 
be ‘culled out and an interim dividend 
thus realized on the forested area. 
Not only does a revenue result from 
this thinning but the trees that are 
left to mature benefit by the lessen- 
ed competition. 

Two practices are to be condemned 
First, the felling of mature trees 
from which only the top is removed 
for Christmas tree use, and, second 
the wholesale indiscriminate hacking 
down of young growth, the trees 
that are marketable being after- 
wards /seledted, whiile the remainder 
are left to waste. 

The pamphiet, which may be secur- 
ed upon application to the Forest 
Service, pointy out im conclusion that 
an area of ninety-six square miles 
permanently and entirely devoted to 
the growimg of Christmas trees 
would take care of an annual harvest 
of 5,000,000 trees—a number consid- 
erably tn excess of the present cut.

MEMBERS MAY BE 
RELEASED FROM POOL 


JOHN EVANS FORSEES THIS 
POSSIBILITY AS RESULT OF 
McFARLAND APPOINTMENT 


SASKATOON—A possibility of 
aly wheat pool members being releas- 
ed from their contracts is foreseen 
by John Evans, former Liberal mom- 
ber for Rosetown, as a result of the 
appointment of J. I. McFarland as 
the head of the central selling agen- 
cy. , 
“So we are back on the old lines, 
gnain exchange and gpeculation,’’ 
says Mr, Evans. “I expected some 
such move when I heard Mr. McFar- 
land’s name suggested for the man- 
agership. 

“At the pool meeting held a few 
days ago in the }ibrary auditorium 
at Saskatoon I asked the field man 
present if Mr. McFanrland’s appoint- 
ment was made by the bankers who 
are+ involved with the pool.” His 
answer was that the bankers ap 
proved of Mr. McFarfand. 

“I suspected also that something’ 
was wrong so far back as two years 
ago judging by the silence of our 
poo! officials.

ALBERTA 
ROADS ~ 

Alberta must have hard-surfaced 
highways, so Hon. O. L. McPherson, 
minister of public works, informed 
the members of the Alberta Motor 
Association, at their annual meeting 
at the week end. 

The minister stated definitely, Says 
the Calgary Herald, that the ‘main 
gravelied roads could not withstand 
the heavy motor traffic to which 
they were subjected. Therefore tests} puiy-Yodi 
are being conducted by his depart- 
ment with a view to the replace- 
ment of gravel. This is good news 
to the operators of 100,000 automo- 
tive vehicles in Alberta. Poor roads 
mean wear and tear on cars, loss of 
time, and a wide variety of emlbbar- 
Nassments. Such roads are an econ- 
omic handicap of very serious propor 
tione in a province in which agricul- 
tural and buadiness activities are ‘be- 
coming. increasingly dependent on 
‘motor transportation. Hard-surfaced 
roads wil eliminate trouble, delay 
and expense and what is equally im- 
portant, .they will reduce the upkeep 
farm | “@nges. which the government must 
meet in the maintenance of gravell- 
ed roads. 

What Hom Mr. McPherson has 
found is that the maintenance costs 
are out of proportion. They are un- 
duly oppressive. Thié i# not the-fault 
of es department, which as the Her- 

ald pointed out recently has given 
admirahj, service this year in re- 
spect to the upkeep of gravellled high 
ways and the construction of new 
highways. Heavy traffic, combined 
with dramatic variations and _ the 
long stretches that have to be kept 
in condition, constitutes a perplex- 
ing problem to the public works de- 
partment, and it is only fair to the 
minister and to his staff to state that 
their work this year has been done 
with cunsistent enengy and ability. 
Alberta never had better conditioned 
roads ti6n in 1930. Yet. these roads 
are not g£00d enough. Hard-surf icing 
is the omiy alternative. The obstacle 
here is the initiag cosf, but even if 
‘his is 'ange, the Herald be eves that 
it wil be justified by the .n:-eased 
service rendered and by tue decrease 
in upktep expense. 

Alberta’s highway difficulties with 
70,000 miles of road to be handed 
are serious but a good start has 
been made and when the minister’s 
ind‘cated plans are implemented this 
province wil) have a sound system 
By July of next year Alberta will 
have 1,429 miles of gnavelled roads 
and 1,875 miles of graded roads. The 
fact that winter construction work 
‘s being done on the roads as a re- 
lief measure will augmemit the ordin- 
ary programme, but the _ regular 
schedule that has been set down for 
1931 will not be interfered with. This 
is good business and- Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson will be commended for thus 
bringing the Alberta good-roads goal 
so much closer.
